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The  Harrowing  Adventures  of  a Numismatic  Publicist; 

or 

'Will  He  Find  a Photographer  in  Time?' 
by  Dick  Johnson 

Wednesday,  April  23,  1969,  3:45  p.m. 


Wednesday,  April  23,  1969,  3:45  p.m.  I was  in  the  office  of 
Bill  Louth,  president  of  Medallic  Art  Company,  discussing 
up-coming  events  and  coordinating  our  respective  calendars 
on  mutual  projects. 

“I  will  be  out  of  the  office  next  Tuesday”,  said  Bill,  “at 
a luncheon  for  Governor  Reagan.” 

“Will  Reagan  be  in  town?”  I asked  hurriedly. 

“He's  coming  for  a California  industrial  promotion,”  Bill 
replied,  “the  State  Chamber  is  bringing  him  here  to  talk  to 
New  York  businessmen.” 

“Why  can’t  we  get  him  to  come  here  to  Medallic  Art 
Company?” 

We  each  knew  the  California  Bicentennial  Medal  --  one 
of  the  largest  orders  of  fine  art  medals  since  World  War  II  - 
was  just  about  ready  to  go  on  the  1000-ton  press.  Bill 
immediately  recognized  what  I had  in  mind. 

“We  can  get  his  picture  pushing  the  button  kicking  off 
the  California  medal  striking,”  Bill  said  with  enthusiasm. 

“Kick  off  / Regan  / pressing  button  / striking”  I wrote 
on  my  notepad  misspelling  the  Governor’s  name  in  my 
haste. 

For  a moment  we  bounced  ideas  back  and  forth  in  a 
mini  brainstorming  session.  “Great,”  Bill  said  at  last,  “clear 
it  with  Los  Angeles,  and  go  to  it!” 

My  contract  was  Jim  Black,  with  Wolcott-Carlson  & 
Company,  the  public  relations  firm  hired  by  the  California 
Bicentennial  Celebration  Commission  to  handle  publicity, 
design,  graphics,  and  the  million  and  one  details  of  a project 
of  this  scope. 

“Jim,  what’s  the  chance  of  getting  Governor  Reagan  to 
come  to  Medallic  Art  Company  when  he’s  in  town  here  in 
New  York  City  next  Tuesday?”  I explained  by  long 
distance  telephone  that  I wanted  to  do  something  special 
just  for  the  numismatic  publications  and  the  coin  colum- 
nists. Further,  I gave  him  our  ideas  of  Reagan  pressing  the 
button  on  the  1000-ton  press  starting  the  production  of  the 
California  medal. 

“The  idea’s  fine,”  said  Jim,  “I’ll  call  the  State  Chamber 
right  away,  since  it’s  their  party,  and  see  if  they’ll  get  it  up. 
But  if  this  goes  through,  Dick,  I’m  going  to  hold  you  to  a 
June  one  release  date  --  we  don’t  want  orders  for  medals 
coming  in  too  soon.” 

The  seed  of  the  idea  had  been  planted.  If  all  the 
conditions  were  right  it  would  come  to  fruition  by  the 
following  Tuesday.  But  little  did  I realize  then  the  trouble  I 
would  soon  face. 

Friday,  April  25,  2:05  p.m.  (10:05  California  time).  Jim 
Black  was  calling  from  California:  “The  State  Chamber 
agreed  to  your  idea.  They  just  called.  The  Governor  will  be 
at  Medallic  Art  on  either  Monday  or  Tuesday  --  they’ll  have 
to  work  you  into  the  Governor’s  schedule.  In  any  event, 
they’ll  drive  up  by  limousine  and  have  only  a few  minutes 
there,  so  you’ll  have  to  be  all  set  up  and  ready  for  him.” 

“Thanks,  Jim!  We’ll  do  our  best.”  Immediately  I phoned 
our  regular  photographer,  but  he  couldn’t  work  that 
Monday  or  Tuesday.  Another  photographer  was  in  London, 


wouldn’t  be  back  in  time.  A third  was  shorthanded  and 
couldn’t  leave  his  studio.  A fourth  with  whom  we  occasion- 
ally do  business  was  on  vacation. 

Try  as  I may,  I couldn’t  line  up  a photographer  bj 
o’clock  that  Friday.  And  after  5 on  Friday  in  New  Yoin. 
City  --  forget  it.  What  first  appeared  as  success  that 
afternoon  quickly  turned  into  a nightmare.  I could  just  see 
the  Governor  arriving  and  we  having  no  photographer  on 
hand. 

Meanwhile,  the  California  Bicentennial  Medal  was  ready 
to  go  on  the  press  Thursday  and  we  couldn’t  hold  up 
production,  not  even  for  Governor  Reagan.  The  first  bronze 
2y2-inch  medals  were  struck  that  Thursday,  and  there  went 
our  best  idea  for  a graphic  shot! 

(As  I look  back  on  it  now,  that  wasn’t  a good  weekend.) 

Monday,  April  28,  8:55  a.m.  Before  our  switchboard  was 
open  I was  on  the  phone  calling  photographic  houses.  “Can 
you  have  a photographer  stand  by  to  shoot  Governor 
Reagan  in  our  studios  today  or  tomorrow?  I pleaded. 

...  10:24  a.m.  A call  came  to  Bill  from  Governor  Reagan’s 
staff  aide:  “We’ll  be  at  Medallic  Art  Company  at  2:15  this 
afternoon.  Just  after  a noon  meeting.” 

...11:10  a.m.  Finally  I connect  with  a photographer! 
(Actually  a color  photo  printing  firm  took  pity  on  me  and 
agreed  to  send  over  one  of  their  photo  technicians!)  “Since 
the  Governor  is  expected  here  at  2:15  can  you  have  your 
man  here  in  our  studios  by  1:30?”  “Okay.” 

I met  with  Bill:  “Picture  in  front  of  the  1000-ton  press  is 
out.  Any  suggestions?”  We  decided  to  set  up  the  original 
plaster  model  of  the  California  Bicentennial  Medal  in  our 
Round  End  Gallery  and  also  have  Bill  present  one  of 
first  strikes  to  the  Governor. 

Frantic  preparations.  The  models  had  to  be  bronze 
sprayed.  A 2%-inch  medal  had  to  be  finished,  mounted  on  a 
walnut  stand,  and  - as  an  afterthought  --  we  had  a 
nameplate  made  with  the  Governor’s  name  and  affixed  to 
the  stand. 

...12:15  p.m.  I looked  at  my  office  clock.  That  Sunday  the 
nation  went  on  daylight  saving  time  and  I hadn’t  changed 
my  clock.  It  was  actually  1:15  p.m.  I went  without  lunch. 

...1:25  p.m.  The  photographer  showed  up  and  I gave  him 
the  layout.  We  don’t  know  how  much  time  the  governor’s 
party  will  have  here.  The  first  shots  will  be  in  the  Round 
End  Gallery  where  the  original  models  are  set  up.  If  the 
Governor  has  the  time  we  will  tour  the  galleries  on  this 
floor,  then  take  him  through  the  plant  on  the  first  floor. 

...2:15  p.m.  It’s  time,  but  the  Governor  hasn’t  arrived  yet. 

...2:45  p.m.  A call  from  the  staff  aide.  A question  and 
answer  period  is  going  on  at  the  noon  meeting.  The 
Governor  is  delayed;  it’s  winding  up,  shortly. 

Waiting. 

...3:13  p.m.  Noises  outside  my  office.  Dozens  of  people 
pouring  into  the  showroom.  I begin  introducing  myself 
only  to  find  I’m  talking  to  some  of  New  York  City’s  finest 
plainclothesmen.  In  a party  of  18,  all  but  three  are  police. 

The  Governor  is  beaming.  He’s  led  to  the  easel  where  t^ 
original  models  of  his  state’s  new  bicentennial  medal  ; 
waiting  in  golden  bronze  color.  He  listens  to  Bill  Louth  tell 
about  the  California  medals  we  have  on  display,  about  his

state’s  new  commemorative  medal,  accepts  the  first  strike, 
and  somehow  a few  photographs  are  taken. 

Shoot  more  shots!”  I yell  in  the  photographer’s  ear  as 
the  group  flows  out  of  the  Round  End  Gallery.  “You  can’t 
take  too  many!  I’ll  buy  every  one  you  take!” 

The  tour  of  the  galleries  is  over  almost  before  its  begun. 
He  meets  Julius  Lauth,  our  vice-president  and  art  director. 
As  Governor  Reagan  passes  through  the  hallways  he  smiles 
and  waves  at  secretaries  and  stenographers  peering  out  of 
glass-enclosed  offices.  What  personality!  They  would  have 
voted  for  him  president  that  moment. 


He  only  has  time  for  one  stop  in  the  plant,  and  poses  in 
front  of  the  Janvier  reducing  machine  (which  had  been 
prepared  in  advance  with  a Richard  M.  Nixon  model  on  it). 
He  quickly  departs,  the  entire  entourage  climbs  into  two 
waiting  limousines  and  is  whisked  away. 

It  was  all  over  by  3:22.  I went  out  for  lunch. 

Tuesday,  April  29,  9:47  a.m.  A messenger  arrives  with  the 
proofs  from  the  photographer  and  as  I tear  open  the 
package  this  is  what  I find:

WHY  NOT  YOU  AS  EDITOR? 

No  organization  in  the  hobby 
has  more  qualified  members  than 
N.L.G.  for  the  position  of  editor 
of  this  newsletter.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  any  editor  has  had  the 
able  assistance  of  more  knowl- 
edgeable writers  and  the  individ- 
ual who  assumes  the  position  as 
editor  for  the  coming  year  will 
have  a large  number  of  aides  who 
have  promised  articles  on  a regu- 
lar basis. 

The  expansion  of  information 
for  Curators  is  one  avenue  to  be 
explored  and  one  column  to  be  se- 
cured. Adding  photos  will  make 
this  publication  interesting  and 
if  line  art  can  be  secured,  it  will 
assist  members  in  securing  uncopy- 
rlghted  material  for  article  illus- 
tration. 

The  challenge  is  strong  if  you 
care  to  accept  it.  Why  not  drop  a 
line  to  this  address  so  it  can  be 
forwarded  to  the  incoming  board? 

AN  editor  cannot  conduct  a successful 
magazine  on  famous  names  alone.  It 
has  been  tried  over  and  over  again,  and  each 
time  has  complete  failure  come  to  convince 
the  venturesome  of  his  mistake.  The  three 
most  distinct  successes  of  last  year  in  one 
magazine  that  I know  were  made  with  two 
anonymous  articles  and  a story,  the  author  of 
which  no  one  had  ever  heard  of.  The  editor 
of  a leading  review  told  me  recently  that  with- 
in the  past  two  years  he  had  published  seven 
articles  of  commanding  success.  Two  were 
signed  by  famous  names ; three  were  anony- 
mous, and  the  other  two  were  by  writers  who 
had  never  penned  a single  line  for  print  before, 
and  had  no  reputation  in  any  walk  of  life.  A 
famous  name  may  attract  public  attention  to 
a magazine,  but  if  there  is  nothing  behind  the 
name  the  attention  is  only  temporary  and  the 
success  secured  only  fleeting. 


TTTTIAT  has  just  as  much  value  as  a name 
VV  in  literature  to-day,  and  about  one 
thousand  times  more,  is  originality.  The 
fresh  and  live  title  on  the  first  page  of  an 
article  will  attract  an  editor’s  interest  just  as 
quickly  as  the  name  signed  on  the  last  page. 
New  names— with  talent  behind  them— are 
worth  ten  times  as  much  to  a live  magazine  as 
famous  ones.  Originality  tells  just  ns  quickly 
in  the  manuscript  of  an  unknown  writer  as 
in  that  of  a famed  author.  It  is  not  so  much 
a question  of  “ Who?”  as  it  is  of  “ What?”
